Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

The  water  supply  of  the  town  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Higham  Ferrers  and  Rushden  Water  Board  and  is  drawn  from 
the  Resevoir  at  Sywell  which  is  situated  about  11  miles  from 
the  town.  The  “ Constant  Type  ” of  supply  is  provided  and 
the  water  is  of  excellent  quality.  During  1938  a total  of 
128,926,000  gallons  were  supplied  to  Rushden  and  Higham 
Ferrers,  16*8  gallons  per  head  per  day  being  supplied  for 
domestic  purposes,  and  2*59  gallons  per  head  per  day  for  trade 
purposes. 

Further  details  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough 
will  be  found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 


H ousing. 

An  enquiry  was  held  by  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  during  the  year  respecting  7 houses  in  High  Street, 
14  houses  in  Refuge  Terrace,  and  15  houses  in  Warmonds 
Hill.  Clearance  Orders  were  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  with  the  exception  of  two  houses  in  Refuge  Terrace. 

The  Town  Yard  property  was  demolished  during  the 
year  and  the  site  will  in  the  future  be  utilised  for  building 
bungalows  suitable  for  the  housing  of  aged  people.  (12 
bungalows). 

A site  at  the  Hockey  Field  has  been  secured  for  the 
provision  of  houses  for  tenants  who  will  be  displaced  as  the 
result  of  demolition  orders,

Scarlet  Fever.  Two  cases  were  notified  showing  a decrease 
of  four  on  the  number  for  the  previous  year.

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
Borough  of  Higham  Ferrers. 

I beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Annual 
Report  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough  of  Higham 
Ferrers  and  of  the  work  executed  under  the  provisions  of 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  and  other  Acts,  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1938. 

House  Refuse. 

1144  loads  of  house  refuse  and  805  loads  of  trade  refuse 
have  been  removed  during  the  y ear,  giving  an  average  of  22 
loads  per  week  for  house  refuse,  and  15i  for  trade. 

The  work  of  providing  the  houses  with  suitable  re- 
ceptacles is  progressing  in  a satisfactory  manner,  but  much 
still  remains  to  be  done  in  this  direction  during  the  ensuing 
year. 

During  the  year  20  houses  have  been  supplied  with 
proper  galvanised  sanitary  dustbins  with  covers,  in  lieu  of 
cardboard  boxes,  tin  pails,  wooden  boxes,  and  other  un- 
desirable insanitary  receptacles.  Whilst  these  bins  are  a 
decided  improvement  on  the  wooden  receptacles,  they  soon 
become  foul  unless  the  tenant  does  his  duty  and  keeps  the 
receptacle  in  proper  condition.  It  has  been  found  necessary 
to  draw  the  tenant’s  attention  to  this  fact  in  many  instances, 
owing  to  the  insanitary  state  the  receptacle  has  been  allowed 
to  get  in. 

All  the  house  refuse  continues  to  be  collected  from  the 
premises,  instead  of  the  householders  setting  same  out  in  the 
street  for  collection. 

The  provision  of  a more  suitable  refuse  tip  has  been 
arranged,  and  all  house  and  trade  refuse  dealt  with  by  the 
method  known  as  “ Controlled  Tipping.” 

Infectious  Disease. 

Two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  ten  of  Pneumonia,  one  of 
Erysipelas,  one  of  Diphtheria  and  two  of  Ophthalmia 
occurred  during  the  year.  These  were  kept  under  observation 
and  disinfectant  supplied  ; the  houses  being  fumigated  after 
convalescence. 

Seven  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  to  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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Sewers  and  Ventilating  Shafts. 

During  the  year  the  sewers  throughout  the  town  have 
been  periodically  inspected  and  flushed.  One  additional 
ventilating  shaft  has  been  erected,  and  a new  manhole  con- 
structed. 

Complaints. 

In  all,  11  complaints  were  received  and  attended  to 
during  the  past  year,  and  where  nuisances  were  found  to 
exist,  notices  were  served  to  abate  same. 

Unsound  Heats  and  other  Foods.

Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

A scheme  has  been  prepared  and  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  existing 
works,  in  order  to  deal  with  the  ever  increasing  volume  of 
Sewage,  and  the  exclusion  of  storm  water. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  registered  as  such 
in  the  district. 

Bakehouses. 

There  are  four  Bakehouses  on  the  register,  and  they  are 
regularly  visited.  There  are  no  underground  bakehouses  in 
the  district  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 

Slaughterhouses. 

There  are  three  Slaughterhouses  on  the  register.  Two 
of  the  premises  are  of  a very  poor  description  structurally,  and 
will  require  repairing,  but  all  are  kept  in  good  condition  as 
regards  cleanliness. 

Paving  of  Backyards  and  Passages. 

A considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  accomplished 
in  this  direction,  but  much  still  remains  to  be  done,  and  I 
propose  giving  this  matter  again  careful  attention  during  the 
coming  year. 

During  the  year  the  backyards  and  passages  to  62 
cottages  have  been  asphalted  throughout,  or  the  existing 
paving  repaired. 
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Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops. 

There  are  twelve  names  on  the  register  carrying  on  the 
trade  of  Cowkeepers,  Dairymen,  or  Purveyors  of  Milk,  seven 
being  Cowkeepers  and  Dairymen,  and  five  Purveyors  of 
Milk. 

The  Cowsheds  are  for  the  most  part  in  good  condition 
Structurally,  and  kept  in  good  condition  as  regards  cleanliness. 
Two  Cowsheds  have  been  reconstructed  throughout. 

Petroleum  Acts. 

The  stores  are  kept  in  conformity  with  the  regulations 
in  force  in  the  district. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. 

Two  notices  were  received  from  one  of  H.M.  Inspectors 
of  Factories,  calling  attention  to  W.C.  accommodation,  etc. 
In  each  case  the  complaints  referred  to  have  been  remedied. 

During  the  year  the  usual  lists  have  been  received 
relating  to  outworkers. 

The  work  at  which  the  outworkers  were  engaged  was 
principally  connected  with  boot  and  shoe  making  and 
processes  incidental  thereto. 

Water  Supply. 

The  town  water  supply  has  been  analysed  during  the 
year,  and  found  to  be  excellent  in  quality. 

During  the  year,  31  new  supplies  from  the  water  mains 
to  houses,  etc.,  for  drinking  and  flushing  purposes,  and  19 
extensions  of  services  have  been  completed. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  action  was  found  neccessary  to  check  the  pollution 
of  rivers  and  streams  in  the  area. 

Public  Schools. 

The  drainage,  sanitary  appliances  and  fittings  at  the 
schools  have  been  periodically  examined  and  found  to  be  in 
a satisfactory  condition,  and  the  offices  are  kept  in  good 
condition  as  regards  cleanliness. 

Public  Urinals. 

These  are  regularly  inspected.  Those  attached  to  the 
various  public  houses,  etc.,  are  kept  in  good  condition  In  one 
case  additional  sanitary  accommodation  has  been  provided. 

Notices  Served. 

During  the  year  17  informal  notices  and  two  statutory 
notices  were  given  to  owners  and  agents  respecting  nuisances. 
All  the  complaints  were  rectified.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

House  drainage  has  again  received  careful  attention. 

All  the  houses  and  factories  in  the  town  have  adopted 
the  water  carriage  system  for  the  disposal  of  excremental 
matter,  and  a proper  flushing  apparatus  provided  to  every 
W.C. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  necessary  to  draw  the 
attention  of  certain  occupiers  of  houses  and  factories  in  the 
town  to  a smoke  nuisance  caused  by  the  burning  of  leather 
bits,  and  to  request  them  to  discontinue  this  practice. 

Rag  Flocks  Acts  1911  and  1928. 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  district  on  which  rag  flock 
is  manufactured,  used  or  sold. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

No  case  of  infestation  came  to  the  notice  of  the  depart- 
ment during  the  year.
